Cheung Man Sing, oliag Sung: Achan, gar- 
tener, was brought before the vonrt, ‘on remand, 
on the charge of having been conosmed with 
othors not in onstody in wilfully and malicionsly 
cansing the death of the gardoner Su Afnlkr, at 
Wong-noi-cheong, on tho 9th Jane last.

Thoro wore also two witnesses in attondance to 
Bive evidence ag to tho identity of the prisoner 
with Cheung Man Sing, bot his Worship did 
not vonsider ony further evidence a9, to identid- 
cation necessary, * 

His Worship then called Wr. Parker, tho chief 
clorkat the Magistracy, to put in tho depositions 
of tho evidence taken‘ at the trial of the first 
prisoner on this charge. 7 

Mr. Stokes addressed tha court for the prose- 
oution, submitting that the evidence hehad pro- 
ducod nado ont's strong prined furdte case. Tor 
witnesses gave ovidones to tho prisonor boing 
ono of the four mon who boat tho deceased to 
death, and there was noeridenca called whatever 
to discredit it. He didnot know why his Wor- 
ship had patin the depositions of the previous 
case sand be contended that before they could bo 
almittel ss ovidence ho hed o rightto examin 
the witnesses upon them, He would submit that 
this ciso stood quite apart from tha previous one, 
gnd must be'tried entirely upon its own morits.
